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BIOGRAPHICAL  DICTIONARY 


INTRODUCTION 


This  "BIOGRAPHICAL  DICTIONARY"  presents  the  Black 
Lutheran  clergy  on  the  roster  of  The  Lutheran  Church--Missouri 
Synod  at  the  time  of  its  publication.    This  list  is  taken  from  the 
LUTHERAN  ANNUAL  during  the  centennial  year  19  77. 

This  dictionary  is  herewith  made  available  for  a  twofold 
reason:    I)   as  a  centennial  volume  saluting  our  Black  pastors  in 
the  ministry  and  2)   to  offer  our  congregations  and  circuits 
opportunities  to  select  speakers  for  the  Black  Lutheran  Rallies. 

A  review  of  the  biographical  sketches  contained  in  the 
DICT  IONARY  will  indicate  that  the  pastors  introduced  are  really 
of  all  ages,  from  the  comparatively  young  to  the  aged.    Some  of 
the  patriarchs,  who  have  served  their  Lord  faithfully  over  these 
four  score  and  five  or  ten  may  find  it  extremely  difficult  to  accept 
invitations  to  the  Black  Lutheran  Rallies.    However,  for  the  sake 
of  completeness  /  all  were  included  . 

A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  all  of  the  clergy  on  the  roster, 
and  the  pages  here  following  represent  the  aggregate  of  those  who 
responded.    Each  one  was  also  requested  to  submit  photographs 
of  himself,  and  those  who  did  will  note  that  their  pictures  appear 
in  the  DICTIONARY.   We  regret  that  some  who  were  requested  to 
participate,  for  various  reasons,  found  it  impossible  to  return 
their  biographical  questionnaire  and  a  photograph. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  The  Lutheran  Church  — 
Missouri  Synod  that  a  separate  BIOGRAPHICAL  DICTIONARY  of 
this  type  has  ever  been  prepared.   It  should  serve  the  historical 
interests  of  the  Synod  and  thus  is  considered  a  significant 
contribution  of  the  Centennial  Committee  in  commemoration  of 
the  beginning  of  the  Synod's  work  among  the  American  Blacks  in 
1877. 

It  will  not  be  considered  inappropriate,  hopefully,  to  indicate 
that  the  primary  purpose  of  the  BIOGRAPHICAL  DICTIONARY  is  to 
aid  all  who  are  seeking  to  implement  the  resolutions  to  conduct 
Black  Lutheran  Rallies  and  mission  festivals,  on  various  levels 
and  in  various  geographical  areas,  by  introducing  the  Black 
Lutheran  pastors  of  the  Synod.   The  general  program  suggested  for 
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these  rallies  consists  of  a  circuit  meeting  on  Friday  evening  at 
which  a  Black  pastor  should  be  given  the  opportunity  to  address 
the  circuit.   On  Saturday  many  activities  such  as  community 
visitation,  evangelism  calls,  group  discussions  of  all  ages, 
involving  the  LWML  and  the  LLL,  could  be  held.    In  addition, 
any  number  of  "This  Is  The  Life"  television  episodes  are  also 
available  from  the  LLL  office.    Perhaps  discussions  could  be  held 
following  a  book  review  of  the  Centennial  volume,  ROSES  AND 
THORNS. 

On  Sunday  the  Black  guest  pastor,  it  is  suggested,  will  preach 
at  one  of  the  regular  worship  services  of  one  of  the  churches.  In 
the  afternoon,  however,  hopefully  mass  rallies  will  be  conducted 
involving  all  of  the  congregations  of  the  circuit  where  the  guest 
pastor  will  be  speaking  a  second  time.    Wherever  a  reception  can 
follow  the  afternoon  rally,  great  benefits  will  accrue. 

May  the  gracious  Lord  of  the  church  bless  this  little  docu- 
ment and  the  message  which  it  carries,  and  particularly  also  further 
the  work  conducted  by  our  beloved  Synod  among  our  Black  sisters 
and  brothers  as  we  peer  into  the  second  century  of  such  work. 


Some  Historical  Notes 

It  was  in  July  of  1877  that  the  Lutheran  Synodical  Conference 
assembled  at  Fort  Wayne,  Ind . ,  was  challenged  by  its  president 
to  begin  a  program  of  Gospel  outreach  to  the  Blacks  and  Indians  in 
America.    (The  Synodical  Conference  was  a  federation  of  four 
Lutheran  synods  including  the  Lutheran  Church — Missouri  Synod). 
He  suggested  specially  that  the  conference  consider  the  mass  of 
negroes  located  at  that  time  principally  in  the  southern  section  of 
the  country.   The  Synodical  Conference  approved  the  resolution, 
and  its  missionary  board  moved  immediately  toward  implementation. 

The  first  Missionary,  J.  F.  Doescher,  was  commissioned  in 
October  1877.    He  moved  from  St.  Louis  to  Memphis  to  Little  Rock, 
Ark.,  where  he  established  a  Lutheran  Congregation  called  St. 
Paul's  Colored  Lutheran  Church  of  Little  Rock.   The  first  services 
were  conducted  in  December  1877.   The  Sunday  School  had  only 
two  children. 

On  January  7,  1878,  Doescher  left  Little  Rock  and  traveled 
through  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia,  and 
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Tennessee,  preaching  in  many  cities  and  on  many  large  plantations. 
On  July  4,  1878,  having  completed  his  survey  for  the  Missionary 
Board  of  the  Synodical  Conference  he  returned  to  Altenburg,  Mo. 
The  breakthrough  had  been  made,  and  in  the  1800' s  work  was 
moved  into  Virginia  and  North  and  South  Carolina.   The  work  was 
intensified  during  the  1890's,  and  it  was  at  this  time  that  the  Black 
Alpha  Synod  joined  the  Synodical  Conference. 

In  1915,  upon  the  recommendation  of  Booker  T.  Washington, 
Miss  Rosa  J.  Young  applied  to  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Synodi- 
cal Conference  for  financial  assistance  with  her  school  in  Rosebud, 
Alabama.   The  Board  accepted  the  challenge.   The  work  in  the 
Alabama  field  was  centered  mainly  in  the  rural  areas,  although 
congregations  were  started  in  cities  like  Mobile,  Birmingham,  and 
Selma . 

The  work  in  the  Alabama  field  flourished  immediately.  Its 
parochial  schools  were  hailed  as  the  best  in  the  state.   The  Alaba- 
ma field  was  perhaps  the  most  productive  field  opened  by  the 
Missionary  Board  in  terms  of  total  souls  gained,  of  total  pro- 
fessional churchworkers  recruited,  and  the  total  souls  reclaimed 
after  the  migrations  to  the  North  and  West. 

Rural  Alabama  missions  reached  the  zenith  of  their  effec- 
tiveness during  the  decade  of  the  1930s,  but  the  industrial  revolu- 
tion together  with  changes  in  agricultural  technology  resulted  in 
the  death  of  the  densely  populated  rural  areas  of  America .  The 
migrations  during  and  after  World  War  II  decimated  the  ranks  of 
the  rural  congregations  . 

The  first  migration  to  the  North  followed  World  War  I  as 
Black  Lutherans  moved  into  the  northern  communities,  particularly 
the  industrial  centers.   Separate  Black  congregations  were  esta- 
blished in  Los  Angeles,  St.  Louis,  Chicago,  Detroit,  Washington, 
Philadelphia  and  New  York.   Such  congregations  became  thriving 
centers  during  the  1930s  and  1940s. 

However,  after  World  War  II,  when  Blacks  were  again 
arriving  in  Northern  cities,  this  time  in  huge  numbers,  the  earlier 
work  of  the  church  was  no  longer  adequate.   The  church  was  faced 
with  the  serious  problem  of  racism,  and  only  gradually  through 
the  power  of  the  Gospel,  has  it  been  able  to  move  forward.  By 
God's  grace,  "WE  HAVE  COME  THIS  FAR",  but  with  God  to  bless: 
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Like  a  mighty  army  moves  the  Church  of  God,  brothers  and 
sisters,  let  us  go  forward  in  the  Lord.  We  have  His  promise,  and 
that  cannot  fail.
